In  the  Spring  of  ‘04,  an  attempt  was  made  to  increase 
the  amount  of  dialogue  on  the  WPI  campus  concerning 
diversity.  This  was  done  by  proposing  a  series  of  hypothetical 
questions  in  the  form  of  “What  if?”  Some  were  “What  if  the 
next  WPI  President  is  a  woman?”  and  “What  if  50%  of  the 
Class  of  2008  is  black?” 

Accompanying  each  question  was  an  online  poll  with 
several  responses.  These  responses  were  supposed  to  allow  a 
poll  taker  to  voice  his  view  on  the  subject.  In  fact,  each 
response  was  crafted  to  make  the  poll  taker  respond  as  the 
inquirer  wished,  skewing  the  data  in  a  certain  direction. 

Upset  over  the  use  of  unscientific  data  gathering  -  a 
travesty  committed  by  an  administrative  department  -  many 
students  voiced  concern  that  the  “What  if?”  campaign  painted 
the  school  in  a  bad  light.  By  using  junk  science  to  supposedly

>nter  a  world  in  conflict:  rising  tides  of  both 
rlobalism  and  nationalism,  advances  in  the 
:ommunication  abilities  of  both  the  benevolent 
md  the  malevolent,  and  progressively  vicious 
-hetoric  between  those  of  different  political 
Affiliations. 

Our  class  has  witnessed  tragedies  on 
personal,  national,  and  international  scales.  Little 
needs  to  be  said  of  the  two  events  that  will  be 
labeled  simply  by  their  month  and  day  or  the 


Your  graduation  signifies  your  status  as  a 
Technological  Humanist,  that  you  have  earned 
the  tools  needed  to  combine  science  and  the 
humanities.  That  sounds  good,  but  what’s  the 
point? 

The  purpose  of  your  schooling,  of  creating 
Technological  Humanists,  lies  at  the  heart  of 
human  study:  all  branches  of  human 
understanding  are  dedicated  to  the  pursuit  of 
Truth.  This  is  not  just  factual  truth,  but  the 
underlying  Truth  that  provides  a  foundation  to 
our  personal  perceptions  and  realities.  It  is,  as 
Prince  Siddharta  described  it  millennia  ago, 
“that  which  does  not  change.”  The  scientist, 
the  artist,  and  the  rabbi  all  seek  to  understand 
this  Truth,  using  the  tools  of  their  profession. 

Willingness  alone  does  not  mean  you  will 


even  something  as  simple  as  motorcycle 
maintenance.  The  Way  you  approach  Truth  is 
not  as  important  as  how  you  make  the  journey. 

What  will  you  do  when  you  find  Truth? 
As  Robert  Pirsig  said,  “What’s  important  is  the 
relevance  of  such  a  discovery  to  all  the  valleys 
of  this  world,  and  all  the  dull,  dreary  jobs  and 
monotonous  years  that  await  all  of  us  in  them.” 
Again,  you  are  all  well  equipped  for  that  task. 
The  Two  Tower  symbolism  of  WPI  is  there  for 
a  reason.  Not  only  did  you  learn  of  the  path 
towards  Truth,  the  theory  that  can  lead  you  to 
it,  but  also  the  application. 

As  you  sit  there  today,  pondering  your 
future,  remember  what  you  have  learned  and 
what  you  have  experienced.  Know  that  you 
can  engage  in  the  universal  quest  for  Truth  and 


wars  waged  around  the  world. 

Some  may  ask,  “Why  should  we  have 
experienced  these  feelings  of  sadness  and  loss? 
Why  should  we  have  been  made  to  feel  sorrow 
at  the  deaths  of  our  fellow  man?”  As  Friedrich 
Nietzsche  said,  “What  is  happiness?  The 
feeling... that  a  resistance  is  overcome.”  With 
nothing  to  make  us  feel  sad,  how  can  we  know 
happiness?  Thus,  even  the  most  tragic  events 
may  serve  to  our  benefit  if  we  can  learn  how  to 
rise  above  them. 

We  should  not  allow  feelings  of  loss  to 
overwhelm  our  focus.  Now  is  the  time  to  reflect 
on  past  troubles  and  to  look  forward  to  the 
future  with  a  sense  of  happiness  and 
accomplishment.  Your  presence  here  today 
means  that  this  Institution  -  Worcester 
Polytechnic  Institute  -  recognizes  that  you 
possess  a  work  ethic  that  can  overcome 
whatever  trials  may  lay  ahead. 


find  Truth,  though.  You  must  be  able  to 
overcome  resistance,  be  it  from  rivals,  colleagues, 
or  yourself.  Because  you  are  Technological 
Humanists,  you  have  the  tools  of  two  fields, 
allowing  for  great  flexibility  in  the  Way  you 
pursue  Truth. 

Your  personal  Way,  or  Dao,  is  a  choice  only 
you  are  qualified  to  make.  Only  you  know 
what  is  the  correct  path  for  yourself,  and  only 
other  people  know  what  is  best  for  them.  Let 
no  one  attempt  to  limit  the  tools  at  your  disposal 
for  self-expression  and  exploration,  whether  these 
restrictions  take  the  form  of  “political 
correctness,”  “racial  categorization,”  or  George 
Carlin’s  favorite:  “sin.” 

The  myriad  ways  of  piercing  the  fog  of  the 
unknown  make  it  an  inherently  individual 
experience.  You  can  find  Truth  in  the  stanzas 
of  a  sonnet,  the  atman  of  the  Upanishads,  or 


that  you  are  able  to  make  such  a  revelation 
relevant  to  others.  For  your  success  in 
overcoming  whatever  difficulties  were  before 
you,  you  have  all  earned  the  right  to  feel 
personally  satisfied. 
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Men's  and  Women's  Crew 


There  were  many  positive  aspects  to  the  men’s  and 
women’s  crew  seasons,  both  fall  and  spring,  in  2003- 
2004.  The  women’s  varsity  8  particularly  excelled,  but 
let’s  begin  with  the  men.  Larry  Noble’s  varsity  8  began  the  fall 
with  a  good  2nd  place  finish  in  the  Textile  River  Regatta.  At 
the  Head  of  the  Charles,  the  men  found  some  difficulty  when 
the  boat  from  Army  steered  off  course  and  hit  WPI,  forcing 
WPI  to  a  dead  stop.  WPI  would  ultimately  finish  24th  of  45.  In 
the  spring,  the  WPI  men  did  a  great  job  overall.  At  the  New 
England’s,  the  varsity  8  placed  a  respectable  10th,  but  it  was 
the  remaining  boats  that  did  even  better.  The  men’s  novice  8 
and  third  varsity  8  both  placed  third,  and  the  men’s  second 
varsity  8  placed  fourth.  At  the  highly-competitive  ECAC’s  at 
Lake  Quinsigamond,  the  men’s  novice  8  and  varsity  4  with 
coxswain  both  placed  a  very  respectable  14th,  completing  a 
successful  men’s  season. 

The  WPI  women  really  took  it  to  another  level  this  past 
year.  By  the  end  of  spring,  the  WPI  women’s  varsity  8  was 
ranked  #2  in  the  nation,  its  highest  ranking  in  school  history. 
Along  the  way,  that  squad  would  do  some  wondrous  things. 
The  2nd  place  finish  in  the  NEWMAC’s  (behind  Smith),  3rd 
place  finish  in  the  New  England’s  (behind  Smith  and  Williams), 
and  2nd  place  finish  in  the  ECAC’s  (behind  Smith,  ranked  #1 
in  the  country  almost  all  year  long)  were  WPI’s  best  finishes 
in  all  three  of  those  races  in  their  history.  WPI,  however,  would 
not  be  invited  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  Championships  in 
Sacramento,  CA  in  late  May  (won  by  Ithaca,  a  team  WPI 
defeated  at  the  ECAC’s).  Senior  co-captain  Jessica  McAlear 
was  named  a  First  Team  All-America  and  a  Scholar  All- 
American.  She  was  also 
named  winner  of  the  Varsity 
Club  Award,  WPI’s  top 
senior  female  athlete,  and  was 
WPI’s  senior  nominee  for 
NCAA  Woman  of  the  Year. 

In  mid  July,  2004,  WPI 
Crew  was  saddened  as 
longtime  WPI  Dean  of 
Students  Bernie  Brown 
passed  away.  He  had  been 
an  integral  part  in  helping 
establish  crew  as  a  varsity 
sport  in  the  fall  of  1999.

In  addition,  sophomore  kicker 
Jeremy  Griffin  was  named 
Verizon  Academic  District  I 
All-American. 


Tie  WPI  football  team  (4-6  overall;  2-4  Freedom  Football 
Conference)  provided  many  highlights  during  the 
season,  even  if  it  did  finish  with  a  4-6  overall  record. 
WPI  finished  2-1  versus  teams  in  the  Top  10  in  New  England 
Division  III,  trouncing  Worcester  State  (44-19)  in  early 
September,  and  then  later  defeating  Western  Connecticut  State 
(49-38)  in  early  November.  WPI  won  its  first  two  games  of  the 
season,  opening  with  a  55-14  victory  at  Endicott,  spoiling  that 
school’s  varsity  debut,  and  following  that  with  the  win  over 
Worcester  State.  WPI  also  won  two  of  its  last  three  games  with 
the  win  over  Western  Connecticut  in  game  #8,  and  two  weeks 
later  with  a  37-8  win  over  Plymouth  State  in  what  turned  out  to 
be  WPI’s  final  game  within  the  Freedom  Football  Conference. 
In  the  win  over  Western  Conn,  WPI  scored  three  TDs  in  a 
span  of  less  than  3  minutes  at  game’s  end  to  win  by  11.  In  a 
special  note,  WPI  led  RPI  at  the  half,  before  losing  34-26.  RPI 
was  destined  to  reach  the  NCAA  Division  III  Final  Four. 
Beginning  in  the  fall  of  2004,  WPI  will  play  in  the  Liberty 
League,  which  will  include  Coast  Guard,  Hobart,  Kings  Point, 
Rochester,  RPI,  St.  Lawrence,  and  Union,  as  well  as  the 
Crimson  &  Gray.  Senior  Adam  Ralston  and  junior  Ryanjennette 
had  good  seasons  while  splitting  the  QB  duties  right  down 
the  middle.  Sophomore  Billy  Orfalea  ran  well  for  the  injured 
Preston  Roberts  (hurt  in  game  #2).  The  offensive  line  opened 
up  some  huge  holes  at  times.  On  defense,  junior  DT  Ryan 
Rackliffe  led  the  team  with  75  tackles.  He  and  junior  Miguel 
Concepcion  were  named  First  Team  All-New  England. 
Rackliffe  was  named  the  Worcester  Area  Football  Coaches 
Association  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year.  On  special  teams, 
Concepcion  had  a  year  to 
remember  as  he  returned 
three  kickoffs  for  touchdowns, 
including  two  the  first  two 
times  he  touched  the  ball  in 
game  #1.  He  was  named  a 
First  Team  All-American  by 
Don  Hanson’s  Football 
Magazine.  He  was  also  the 
East  Regional  Special  Teams 
Player  of  the  Year. 
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Men's  Soccer 


The  WPI  men’s  soccer  team  (11-5-1  overall;  3-3 
NEWMAC;  0-1  NEWMAC  Tourney;  0-1  EC  AC 
Tourney)  had  another  great  year,  finishing  11-5-1  overall 
and  earning  its  second  straight  ECAC  New  England  Division 
III  post-season  tourney.  In  the  fall  of  2002,  WPI  had  finished 
2nd  in  the  ECAC’s.  This  season,  they  were  seeded  6th  and  as 
a  result,  they  played  at  #3-seeded  Keene  State  on  Nov.  12  in 
very  foggy  conditions  (“worst  I’ve  ever  played  in”  according 
to  Head  Coach  Malcolm  MacPherson),  only  to  lose  6-1.  That 
represented  only  the  second  time  all  season  the  men  had 
given  up  more  than  two  goals  in  any  one  contest.  WPI  began 
the  season  with  an  8-game  winning  streak,  with  wins  coming 
over  Worcester  State,  Framingham  State,  Gordon,  Brandeis, 
Wentworth,  Fitchburg  State,  Anna  Maria,  and  Babson.  WPI, 
however,  won  only  one  of  its  last  five.  That  included  an  upset 
2-1  loss  at  home  to  Babson  in  the  first  round  of  the  NEWMAC 
Championship.  WPI  is  now  a  remarkable  38-16-1  overall  the 
last  three  seasons.  Returning  next  season  is  junior  forward 
and  leading  scorer  Jimmy  Norton,  an  All-New  England 
performer.  Sophomore  Matt  Young,  a  driving  force  in  the 
midfield,  also  returns.  This  year,  WPI  notched  four  All- 
Conference  performers,  including  First  Teamer  Norton,  and 
Second  Teamers  forward  James  Jenkins,  midfielder  Conn 
Doherty,  and  goalkeeper  Alex  Gomperts,  all  seniors.

The  WPI  women’s  soccer  team  (9-8-1  overall; 
4-4-1  NEWMAC;  0-1  NEWMAC  Tourney) 
had  an  interesting  year  with  some  highs  and 
lows.  Bottom  line,  the  women  finished  with  a  winning 
record  at  9-8-1.  Following  an  opening  4-0  win  over 
Salve  Regina,  the  women  suffered  two  very  tough 
1-0  defeats  to  Western  Connecticut  and  to  Worcester 
State.  WPI  then  reeled  off  four  straight  wins  over 
Anna  Maria,  Nichols,  Fitchburg  State,  and 
Wentworth.  Later,  WPI  added  NEWMAC  victories 
over  Clark,  Babson,  Mount  Holyoke,  and  a  good  1- 
0  win  over  MIT  on  the  road.  Seeded  5th  in  the 
NEWMAC  Tourney,  WPI  lost  at  4th-seeded 
Wellesley,  3-1,  on  Nov.  1  in  a  first-round  match. 
Sophomore  goalkeeper  Manda  Otterman  recorded 
9  shutouts  on  the  season.  In  fact,  every  WPI  victory 
this  season  was  by  shutout.  Sophomore  forward 
Aggie  Ziolek  led  the  squad  with  8  goals.  She  and 
junior  back  Megan  Holmes  were  named  Second 
Team  All-NEWMAC.  Holmes  was  also  named 
Second  Team  All-New  England.

The  WPI  volleyball  team  (10-15  overall;  2-7 
NEWMAC;  0-1  NEWMAC  Tourney) 
finished  its  season  with  a  10-15  overall  record, 
improving  by  quite  a  bit  over  its  previous  campaign. 
The  season  began  with  three  straight  wins  over 
Regis,  Worcester  State,  and  Mount  Ida.  WPI  lost  9 
of  its  next  10,  but  then  won  five  consecutive  matches 
over  Worcester  State,  Becker,  Clark,  and  Anna  Maria 
twice.  In  that  stretch,  WPI  finished  2nd  (behind 
Assumption)  in  the  Worcester  City  Championships 
held  at  WPI.  The  Crimson  &  Gray  would  finish  8th 
in  the  NEWMAC  regular  season,  and  thus  qualified 
for  the  NEWMAC  Tourney.  But  WPI  had  to  play  at 
#l-seeded  Springfield,  losing  in  three  games.  Junior 
Lee  Heiberg  and  senior  captain  Pam  Comey  led 
WPI  throughout  the  season.  Sophomore  Heather 
Burkhart  was  among  the  league  leaders  in  digs, 
Heiberg  in  hitting  percentage  and  kills  per  game. 
Sophomore  Amanda  Jamin  and  freshman  Ashley 
Gordon  proved  very  capable  setters  in  Head  Coach 
Nancy  Vaskas’s  6-2  system.  And  as  a  team,  WPI 
was  not  only  among  the  league’s  best,  but  among 
the  nation’s  best  in  serving  (aces  per  game).

Simply  pup  this  past  winter’s  exciting  WPI  men’s  basketball 
season  (20-8  overall;  9-3  NEWMAC;  0-1  NEWMAC 
Tourney  as  #1  seed;  1-1  ECAC  Tourney)  was  one  of  the 
very  best  in  school  history.  Head  Coach  Chris  Bardey’s  troops 
finished  20-8.  The  20  wins  tied  for  the  most  in  WPI  history, 
which  began  in  1902-03.  The  1984-85  squad  had  also  gone  20- 
8.  WPI  also  broke  a  64-year  old  record  by  winning  12 
consecutive  games  at  mid-season  (the  old  record  was  10  straight 
in  1939-40),  going  a  perfect  11-0  in  January.  From  Dec.  13 
through  Jan.  31,  WPI  had  consecutively  beaten  Framingham 
State,  Connecticut  College,  Roger  Williams,  Fitchburg  State, 
Westfield  State,  Brandeis,  Wheaton,  Babson,  Clark,  Coast 
Guard,  MIT,  and  Springfield.  During  the  season,  WPI  was 
ranked  as  high  as  6th  in  New  England  by  the  NCAA  regional 
selection  committee.  At  season’s  end,  the  final  13-game  win 
improvement  from  2002-03  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  country. 
In  NEWMAC  regular  season  play,  WPI  swept  through  the  first 
half  an  unblemished  6-0,  ultimately  finishing  9-3,  co-winning 
(with  Babson)  the  NEWMAC  title,  and  earning  the  #1  seed  in 
the  NEWMAC  Tourney  through  a  series  of  tiebreakers.  Alas, 
Springfield,  a  team  WPI  swept  twice  in  regular-season  play, 
would  defeat  WPI  in  the  tourney  semifinals.  WPPs  season 
continued  as  it  was  seeded  2nd  in  the  ECAC  New  England 
Division  III  Tourney.  It  defeated  Curry  in  the  quarters,  but 
then  lost  to  eventual  champion  Western  Connecticut  in  the 
semis.  Early  in  the  year,  WPI  had  beaten  Becker  and  host 
Nichols  by  big  margins  to  win  the  Worcester  County  Classic. 
As  a  team,  WPI  finished  16th  in  the  nation,  3rd  in  New  England, 
and  1st  in  the  conference  in  scoring  defense  (62.4  ppg).  Just  as 
impressively,  WPI  finished  2nd  in  the  nation  and  1st  in  the 
East  in  3-point  field  goal  percentage  (.435,  2nd  only  to  Illinois 
Wesleyan’s  .446).  As  for  the  players,  sophomore  guard  and 
tri-captain  Mike  Prestileo  was  richly-honored  as  NEWMAC 
Player  of  the  Year  as  well  as  Team  MVP.  He  averaged  15.8 
ppg.  His  .469  3-point  field  goal  percentage  was  3rd  best  in  the 
nation.  For  a  two-week  period  injanuary,  he  led  the  nation  in 
that  category.  Freshman  guard  Ryan  Cain  was  named 
NEWMAC  Rookie  of  the  Year.  Bartley  was  also  named 
NEWMAC  Coach  of  the  Year.  A  sophomore-dominated  team, 
others  who  helped  included  senior  forward  tri-captain  Ian 
Bonzani  (a  Marshall  Scholarship  winner  and  a  1000-point  scorer), 
sophomores  guard  Brian  Steele,  guard  tri-captain  Brett  Dickson, 
forward  Jason  Krol,  guard  Ryan  Flynn,  as  well  as  6-10  freshman 
Scott  Misiaszek  and  6-8  freshman  Sean  Ivey.  WPI  loses  only 
two  seniors  off  this  team  —  Bonzani  and  center/forward  Mark 
Mazza.  WPI  was  ultimately  named  Most  Improved  Team  in 
New  England  Division  III.

Cherise  Galasso’s  women’s  basketball  team  (16-12  overall; 
8-5  NEWMAC;  1-1  NEWMAC  Tourney;  0-1  ECAC 
Tourney)  had  a  very  fine  season,  finishing  16-12  overall 
and  8-5  in  the  NEWMAC  regular  season,  thus  earning  the  #4 
seed  in  the  NEWMAC  post-season  tourney.  Several  great  stories 
emerged  throughout  the  season,  not  the  least  of  which  was 
how  WPI  improved  by  a  remarkable  12  victories  from  last 
year  to  this.  The  12-game  improvement  was  2nd  best  in  the 
nation  in  Division  HI.  Culminating  the  season  was  an  appearance 
in  the  ECAC  New  England  Division  III  Tournament.  WPI 
was  seeded  7th  and  wound  up  losing  to  powerful  Eastern 
Connecticut  in  Willimantic.  It  was  WPI’s  first  post-season 
appearance  in  eight  years,  and  first  ECAC  post-season 
appearance  in  nine  years.  Earlier,  WPI  had  beaten  Babson  in  a 
NEWMAC  Tourney  quarterfinal  at  home,  before  falling  to  #1- 
seeded  Springfield  at  Springfield.  As  a  team,  WPI  led  the 
league  in  scoring  defense  the  majority  of  the  season  (54.1 
ppg).  WPI  finished  first  in  field  goal  percentage  defense  (.356). 
Among  individuals,  senior  tri-captain  and  guard  Allison  Wing 
had  a  great  season,  averaging  9.5  points,  5.1  rebounds,  5.7 
assists,  and  4.0  steals.  The  latter  two  categories  were  among 
the  nation’s  best  —  ranked  12th  in  steals  and  14th  in  assists. 
She  scored  her  1000th  career  point  in  the  WPI  Invitational  in 
early  January,  a  tourney  that  WPI  won.  Wing  was  named  First 
Team  All-NEWMAC  and  d3hoops.com  All-Northeast  Regional 
Third  Team.  Junior  center  and  tri-captain  Lee  Heiberg  averaged 
14.8  points  (3rd  best  in  the  NEWMAC),  7.1  rebounds,  and  2.0 
blocks  (2nd  best  in  the  league).  She  was  a  Second  Team  All- 
NEWMAC  performer.  This  duo  received  plenty  of  help  from 
sophomore  guards  Sarah  Doyon  (8.4  ppg)  and  Ashley  Zalucky 
(5.9  ppg).  The  fifth  starter  was  freshman  forward  Meghan 
Pajonas  (7.7  ppg,  5.8  rpg).  Others  who  contributed  included 
freshman  center/forward  Karissa  Barnes,  sophomore  center/ 
forward  Kate  Herchenroder,  sophomore  forward  Tiffany 
Madsen,  and  senior  guard,  tri-captain,  and  defensive  specialist 
Becki  Duhaime.

The  WPI  men  and  women  (Men:  6-4;  Women:  3-7)  did 
some  great  things  during  the  course  of  the  season, 
culminated  by  an  NCAA  Division  III  Championship 
appearance  by  freshman  Joel  Rousseau.  The  men  achieved  a 
6-4  overall  record,  claiming  their  5th  straight  non-losing  season, 
the  only  team  at  WPI  that  can  make  that  claim.  The  men  did 
so  by  coming  from  behind  to  defeat  Trinity  (148-146)  on  Feb. 
14.  WPI  won  the  final  relay  to  win  the  meet  outright.  After 
losing  their  first  three  duals,  the  men  won  five  of  their  last  six, 
including  a  368-345  victory  over  Division  I  Holy  Cross.  The 
men  also  defeated  UMass-Dartmouth,  Elms,  Clark  twice,  and 
Trinity  in  that  stretch.  Meanwhile,  the  women  during  the 
regular  season  defeated  Elms  once  and  Clark  twice,  including 
defeating  Clark  in  its  last  two  meets  of  the  year.  For  the 
women  at  the  NEWMAC’s,  WPI  set  10  school  records  while 
fnishing  9th  of  10.  Meanwhile,  the  men  at  their  NEWMAC’s  a 
week  later  finished  6th  of  7,  but  established  7  school  records. 
While  no  WPI  woman  was  named  All-Conference,  four  WPI 
men  were  named  All-Conference  a  total  of  10  times.  Rousseau 
was  named  First  Team  All-NEWMAC  by  winning  the  100 
butterfly,  his  specialty.  He  was  named  Second  Team  All- 
Conference  in  the  50  free,  100  free,  and  the  400  medley  relay. 
Senior  Matt  Musiak  was  a  3-time  Second  Team  All-Conference 
performer  in  the  200  IM,  100  back,  and  the  400  medley  relay. 
Senior  captain  Ryan  Drasher  was  a  Second  Team  All- 
Conference  performer  in  the  200  back  and  400  medley  relay. 
Finally,  senior  Mitch  Lauer  was  Second  Team  All-Conference 
in  the  400  medley  relay.  At  the  nationals,  Rousseau  just  barely 
missed  All-American  status  in  the  100  butterfly  as  he  finished 
17th.  In  the  50  free,  he  finished  23rd,  and  in  the  100  free,  42nd. 
Placing  twice  in  the  Top  25  nationally  was  quite  a  feat  for  the 
freshman.  On  the  women’s  side,  co-captains  Laura  Desi  and 
Lyndsay  DeRocher  were  important  cogs  in  the  machine,  as 
were  a  bevy  of  freshmen,  including  Alexandra  Forest,  Katie 
Kelly,  and  Diane  Sorenson. 
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Wrestling 


It  was  a  very  good  year  for  the  WPI  wrestling  program  (16- 
5  overall;  13-3  NECCWA)  from  many  different  angles.  First 
of  all,  the  team  finished  16-5  overall  and  was  ranked  as 
high  as  20th  in  the  nation.  Secondly,  Head  Coach  Phil  Grebinar 
recorded  his  400th  victory  (doing  so  against  rival  Coast  Guard 
at  the  NECCWA  Dual  Team  Championships  at  Bridgewater 
State  Jan.  25).  Thirdly,  WPI  served  as  host  of  the  New  England 
College  Conference  Wrestling  Asociation  Championships  from 
Feb.  21  through  22,  receiving  rave  reviews  from  many  for 
doing  a  superior  job.  As  a  team,  WPI  placed  4th  (of  15). 
During  those  championships,  three  former  WPI  all-time  greats 
were  selected  to  the  NECCWA  Hall  of  Fame.  They  were  Tom 
Kilkenny  ’82,  Paul  Wyman  ’85,  and  George  Chu  ’95.  Also 
during  those  championships,  WPI  had  six  of  its  wrestlers  earn 


All-New  England  status.  They  were  junior  Joe  Moskowitz  a 
157  (1st),  senior  Anthony  Paoletta  at  125  (3rd),  senior  Deshawr 
Fentress  at  133  (3rd),  junior  Peter  Krzyzewski  at  174  (5th) 
sophomore  Tom  Lashmit  at  Hwt.  (5th),  and  freshman  Romar 
Walsh  at  141  (6th).  Moskowitz  went  on  to  compete  in  thf 
NCAA  Division  III  Championships  at  Loras  College  ir 
Dubuque,  Iowa  on  March  6-7.  He  won  one  match,  but  ther 
lost  twice,  just  failing  to  reach  All-America  status  by  one  win 
Certainly  a  regular-season  highlight  was  WPI’s  victory  ove: 
Montclair  State,  ranked  11th  in  the  nation  at  the  time.  Lashmit’: 
pin  at  heavyweight  gave  WPI  the  surprising  3-point  win,  25-22 
WPI  lost  its  first  two  duals  of  the  season,  but  went  on  to  wir 
13  of  its  final  16  dual  meets.  Included  were  winning  streaks  o 
6,  4,  and  5  duals  at  season’s  end. 
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Golf 


The  WPI  golf  team  had  a  most  interesting  year,  playing 
its  final  year  as  a  varsity  sport.  Freshman  David  Velardo 
finished  3rd  in  the  NEWMAC  Championships  in  the 
fall,  shooting  a  79  at  the  Wellesley  Country  Club,  and  as  a 
result  was  named  the  NEWMAC  Rookie  of  the  Year.  And  by 
placing  in  the  top  7,  he  was  also  named  NEWMAC  All- 
Conference.  Earlier  in  September,  WPI  placed  3rd  as  a  team 
in  the  ECAC  qualifier  at  its  home  course,  Holden  Hills,  thereby 
qualifying  for  the  ECAC  Division  HI  Championships  at  Saratoga 
Springs,  NY.  Only  seven  teams  had  qualified  from  New 
England  to  participate  in  those  championships.  At  Saratoga 
Springs,  WPI  finished  18th.  Finally,  in  the  fall,  WPI  placed 
29th  of  45  teams  at  the  Captains  Course  in  Brewster,  MA  at 
the  NEIGA’s.  Among  New  England  Division  III  schools,  WPI 
placed  a  respectable  12th.  In  the  spring,  WPI  was  up  and 
down,  but  saved  its  best  for  last,  winning  its  own  WPI  Shootout 
at  Holden  Hills  on  May  5.  The  perfect  3-0  record  proved  to  be 
a  very  key  component  in  WPPs  winning  the  Worcester  College 
Cup,  the  all-sports  challenge  among  the  9  Worcester  area 
colleges  and  all  their  varsity  sports  programs.  WPI  was  led 
this  year  by  senior  co-captains  Chris  Drost  and  Alex  DiDonato, 
as  well  as  head  coach  Bob  McNeil.  Following  the  season,  due 
to  budgetary  constraints,  golf  was  shifted  from  varsity  to  club 
status.  Golf  had  been  a  varsity  sport  at  WPI  continuously  since 
1917. 
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Men's  Women's 


The  track  &  field  teams  provided  plenty  of  uplifting 
news  throughout  the  indoor  and  outdoor  seasons. 
Certainly  the  highlight  indoors  was  provided  by 
sophomore  Lindsay  Bulso  in  the  55-meter  hurdles.  The 
Blackstone,  MA  native  went  to  Wisconsin-Whitewater  to 
compete  in  the  nationals.  Her  time  of  8.56  seconds  (second- 
best  of  her  career)  allowed  her  to  finish  15th  in  the  nation.  On 
the  indoor  front,  three  WPI  women  earned  All-New  England 
and  All-ECAC  status.  They  were  Bulso,  and  seniors  Rebecca 
Hamel  (200  meters,  triple  jump)  and  Sarah  Bellfy  (5000  meters). 
In  addition,  senior  Valerie  Ambroise  was  named  All-ECAC 
in  the  200,  and  senior  Yvonne  Mok  was  named  All-New 
England  in  the  1000  meters.  On  the  men’s  side,  two  were 
named  All-New  England.  They  were  senior  Matt  Oldmixon 
in  the  shot  put  and  junior  Miguel  Concepcion  in  the  55-meter 
dash.  In  the  New  Englands,  the  men  finished  19th  of  21  scoring 
teams,  while  the  women  finished  14th  of  22  scoring  teams.  At 
the  ECAC’s,  the  women  finished  16th  of  38  scoring  teams. 

Outdoors,  the  senior  trio  of  Ambroise  (100  meters,  200 
meters),  Hamel  (100),  and  Bellfy  (10,000  meters)  all  competed 
at  the  nationals  at  Millikin  University  in  Decatur,  Illinois. 
Ambroise  finished  16th  in  both  the  100  and  200.  Hamel  finished 
14th  in  the  100.  Bellfy  finished  13th  in  the  10,000.  Seven  men 
and  five  women  earned  All-New  England  status.  The  men 
included  Oldmixon  (NE  Champion  in  the  shot  put),  freshman 
Maceo  Braxton  (100  meters,  triple  jump),  freshman  Jeremy 
Shaw  (400  hurdles),  sophomore  Rick  LaPointe  (100),  and  the 
foursome  of  sophomore  Dan  Gilbreath,  senior  Preston  Roberts, 
LaPointe,  and  Concepcion  in  the  4x100  relay.  The  men 
finished  9th  of  25  scoring  teams.  The  women  were  represented 
by  the  following  All-New  Englanders  —  Ambroise  (100,  200, 
4x100),  Hamel  (100,  triple  jump,  4x100),  Bulso  (100  hurdles, 
long  jump,  4x100),  sophomore  Alison  Houck  (4x100),  and 
Bellfy  (5000).  The  women  finished  8th  of  28  scoring  teams.  In 
the  ECAC’s  two  weeks  later,  the  women  really  competed, 
finishing  an  amazing  third  of  51  teams.  Five  WPI  women 
earned  All-ECAC  status  a  total  of  12  times.  They  included 
Ambroise  (100,  200,  4x100),  Hamel  (100,  200,  4x100),  Bellfy 
(10,000),  Bulso  (100  hurdles,  4x100),  and  Houck  (4x100).  The 
WPI  men’s  4x100  finished  9th,  or  one  spot  away  from  All- 
ECAC  status.  Ultimately,  a  total  of  7  WPI  athletes  qualified 
provisionally  for  the  outdoor  nationals,  but  only  3  received 
invitations. 
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Cross  Country 


The  WPI  men’s  and  women’s  cross  country  teams 
performed  well  during  the  fall  of  2003.  Following  the 
first  week  where  the  men  and  women  both  finished 
3rd  of  3  in  the  Engineers’  Cup  races  at  MIT,  the  WPI  men  and 
women  each  placed  first  in  the  City  Championships  at  Boylston, 
MA.  The  WPI  men  placed  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  6th,  7th,  8th,  and 
10th.  They  were  led  by  junior  Justin  Braga,  junior  Scott  Proulx, 
and  junior  Hunter  Bennett-Daggett.  The  WPI  women  placed 
1st,  3rd,  4th,  7th,  and  9th.  They  were  led  by  senior  Sarah 
Bellfy,  senior  Yvonne  Mok,  and  freshman  Megan  Murphy. 
The  very  next  week,  Sarah 
Bellfy  again  finished  1st  in 
winning  the  Gordon 
Invitational.  A  week  later, 
both  the  WPI  men  and 
women  finished  second  in  the 
Tri-States  Invitational  in 
Lincoln,  RI.  Then  two  weeks 
beyond  that,  both  the  men 
and  women  placed  1st  in  the 
Regis  Invitational.  Bellfy 
placed  2nd  as  an  individual. 

In  the  NEWMAC 
Championships,  the  men 
finished  5th  of  7,  the  women 
8th  of  10.  In  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Regionals  in 
Cumberland,  ME,  the  men 
finished  24th  of  38,  the 
women  23rd  of  35.

The  WPI  men’s  tennis  team  (0-8  overall;  0-6  NEWMAC;

Following 
the  season,  due  to  budgetary  constraints,  men’s  tennis  was  shifted  from 
varsity  to  club  status.  The  team  was  led  by  first-year  head  coach  Mason 
Asdey.  The  year  ended  with  a  4-0  loss  to  Wheaton  in  the  first  round  of  the 
NEWMAC  Tourney.  Leading  the  charge  for  WPI  were  senior  Daniel 
Paster  and  junior  Matthew  Black,  the  co-captains.  Senior  Ravi  Srinivasan 
was  a  4-year  letterwinner. 

The  WPI  women’s  tennis  team  (4-7  overall;  1-7 
NEWMAC),  playing  its  final  season  as  a  varsity  sport, 
finished  4-7  overall  in  the  fall  of  2003.  Following  the  season,  due 
to  budgetary  constraints,  women’s  tennis  was  shifted  from  varsity  to  club 
status.  The  team  recorded  victories  over  St.  Joseph’s  (CT),  Clark,  Regis, 
and  Colby-Sawyer,  all  under  head  coach  Robert  Palmer.  Leading  the 
charge  for  WPI  was  freshman  Morgan  Reynolds,  who  had  come  to  WPI 
from  Tantasqua  Regional  High  School  in  Sturbridge,  MA.  Reynolds  led 
Tantasqua  to  the  Massachusetts  Division  II  State  finals  the  previous  year. 
She  played  No.  1  singles  for  WPI  all  year  long  and  acquitted  herself  very 
well.  Other  top  players  for  WPI  included  sophomore  Denise  Donoghue, 
senior  Katherine  Martel,  sophomore  Ploypan  Thongpradit,  sophomore 
Tiffany  Wong,  and  sophomore  Natasha  Vargas.  Wong  and  Vargas  finished 
5-4  at  No.  3  doubles.  Reynolds  finished  5-5  at  No.  1  singles.

Tie  baseball  team  (16-16  overall,  3-3  NEWMAC;  0-1 
NEWMAC  Tourney;  0-1  ECAC  Tourney),  celebrating 
its  100th  year  as  a  varsity  sport  (team  was  established 
in  1905),  had  a  good  season.  Highlights  included  the  team 
reaching  only  its  second  post-season  tournament  in  history  — 
the  ECAC  New  England  Division  III  Tourney  (as  the  #8  seed). 
In  the  latter  stages  of  the  regular  season,  head  coach  Chris 
Robertson’s  team  established  a  school  record  by  winning  8 
straight  games  (from  April  3  to  17).  Sophomore  2B  Nick 
Angelini  had  a  great  year,  hitting  .395  with  team-highs  of  8 
home  runs  and  41  RBI’s.
